It 
guaranteed a no-quarter fight all 
the way to the Supreme Court on 
the issue of freedom of the press 
versus the right of the Government 
to suppress information it feels will 
damage the nativnal security. 

The “Times” won support from 
Members of Congress, who charged 
the Government with censorship, 
or expressed shock and dismay over 
allegations that the documents prov- 
ed that former President Johnson 
took the United States into the 
Vietnam war through stealth and 
deceit.

Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

Professor Heim Berkai, the Heb- 
rew University economist, warned 
the Knesset Finance Committee Tues- 
day that, if the Treasury plans 
to impose the added value tax at 
various rates, It would do better 
not to impose it at all. 

In the Committee's discussion on 
tax reform, Prof. Barkal objected 
very strongly to certain branches 
of the economy enjoying reef from 
the added value tax. Assistance 
should be extended only to the 
economically disadvantaged classes, 
he stressed, and then on an indi- 
vidual basis, via National Insurance. 

The added vaiue tax is inevitable 
and, moreover, if it is delayed by 
ἃ year, the result, in effect, will 
be to delay it for several years. 
Prof. Barkai predicted that tax eva- 
sion would decrease with the new 
tax, and he complained that it was 
@& fiction to claim today that in- 
come tax was progressive, since 
employees aimed at non-taxable in- 
come, rather than ‘higher salaries. 

Two Alignment Committee mem- 
bers argued for different rates in 
the new tax. 

The chairman, Mr. Israel Karg- 
man, argued that the new tax was 
essential because income tax would 
not bring in enough to pay for social 
and defence bills. But he warned 
that the imposition of the added 
value tax would lead to a rash of 
wage claims.

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‘Hospital strike proves 
need for compulsory 
arbitration’ — M.K.s 


By GOODMAN, Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

Two Knesset Members, Mr. Benzion Keshet (Gahal) and Rabbi 
Moshe Zvi Neriya (N.R.P.), yesterday told the House that the latest 
strike in the health services——that of the Government hospital admin- 
istration workers—had proved, once again, that the country was in 
desperate need of compulsory arbitration. But Health Minister Victor 


Shemtov, replying for the Govern- 
ment, disegreed. No matter how 
hard it is to accept, he said the 
strike is a legitimate weapon. The 
Minister added, however, that no 
matter how just their claims — 
and he conceded that they were, 
for the most part, just — the 
administrative workers could not 
justify leaving the sick and help- 


less to take care of themselves. 

The Minister called on the work- 
ers ta return to work immediately. 
“Even one more day will cause ir- 
reparable herm,” he said. But he 
also said he was prepared to ne- 
gotiate their claims while the strike 
was still in progress. 

Mr. Shemtov, who earlier in his 
career had to contend with 8. strike 
by the country’s nurses, said that 
the administrative workers had one 
major claim: they are demanding 
equalization with Kupat Holim non- 
medical workers. He said this was 
reasonable. He explained that there 
wes little doubt that the workers 
would get equalization — but not 
until 1973; because, as the result 
of earlier arbitration, it had been 
decided, in 1968, to grant the work- 
ers the higher grade after five 
years. The same agreement had 
been reached with Kupat Holim 
workers in 1964, he said. 

He would not agree with the 
workers’ other demands. The ad- 
ministrative staff are demanding, 
among other things, an extra IL50 
per month incentive pay: an extra 
1150 hospital allowance, and an ex- 
tra IL5O for working mothers with 
two or more children. 

He said the workers were clai- 
ming these on the basis of what 
the Government gave the nurses, 
but said this was illogical since 
one of the Government's aims at 
the time was to re; the 5,000 
nurses who had left the profession 
due to very harsh conditions. 

Mr. Shemtov said he had offered 
the workers concessions which 
amounted to seven per cent more 
than the framework of the package 
deal allowed. “But I agreed,” he 
said, “because there is little doubt 
that the administrative workers are 
underprivileged.” The Minister 
“promised” the House that, had he 
been able to offer the workers more 
“within the framework of a respon- 
sible wage policy,” he would have 
done 50. = 

In presenting their motions, both 
Rabbi Neriya and Mr. Keshet de- 
manded thet compulsory arbitration 
be introduced. 

“We have seen doctors, nurses, 
and now administrative hospital 
workers strike,” said Rabbi Ne- 
riya, “The only one who is not on 
ternal it seems, is the Angel of

He demanded to know why the 
strikers had not given 15 days’ 
strike notice as required by law, 
and told the workers that their 


action was not aimed it the , 


Government, but at the “defenceless 
and the sick.” 

Mr. Keshet of Gahal was just as 
severe in his criticism, but ‘aimed 
his rebuke at the Government for 
“letting things get out of hand” 

“This month alone buses stood 
idle, bathers drowned — who knows 
4f we will have electricity in afew 
Gays time?

He sald that he had visited hos- 
pitals on Tuesday night and had 
found the situation “catastrophic.”

NEW BYPASS 
AT RAMLE

A new road bypassing Ramle to 
the north was opened on the Jeru- 
salem-Tel Aviv highway by Labour 
Minister Yosef Almogi yesterday.
